Huge C. P. R. Dam at Bassano, Alta, | 


The Canadian Pacific Railway re. 
port good progress in connection witl 
the construction of their big dam at 
Bassano, Alta. This dam is being er 
ected by the Irrigation Department of 
the Canadian Pacifie Railway to di- 
vert water from the Bow River into 
the main canal of the cast section of 
the irrigation block. It will consist 
when completed of an earth énibank 
ment on the south bank of the Bow 
river, and a reinforced concrete spill in 
the existing river channel, connected 
at the northerly end with the canal 
headgates, The river is approximately 
600 feet wide at this point, its south 
bank having a gravel beach several 
hundred feet in width, at the thickest 
part of the base, containing approxi- 
mately one million cubie. yards of 
earth. Its wpper surface will be 
paved with boulder concrete or rein- 
forced concrete slabs. 

The total length of the weir will be 
about six hundred feet, another con- 


struction will be about 720 feet in 
length between abutments. The 
overflow crest will be at a maximum 
height of forty feet, above which 


eletmaet OORtt-khealing .J.k be hm 
eleven feet of water will be retained 
by structural steel gates. 

The spillway will contain 
40,000 cubic yards of concrete, 
1,250 tons of reinforcing steel. 

This dam of the C. P. R. at Bassano 
is probably the largest which is now 
being built in Canada.

THE HOME OF THE NAVY 


The Ancient Port and Dockyards 
Made Famous as the Temporary 
Home of Great English Seamen Is 
Now Training Admirals — Days of 
War With France Were Busy Ones 
In the Naval Depot. 


The Halifax dockyrd, once famous 
in the annals of Britain’s conquvsts, 
has again resumed importance as a 
naval base, says W. H. Dennis in The 
Globe. With thearrival of the cruis- 
er Niobe, the first- vessel in the east 
to form the nucleus of the Canadian 
Navy, and the fitting up of the Naval 
‘Mospital as a college for the training 
of cadets, this oncé-noted. naval yard 
has taken on a little of its old-time 
activity. When the American colonies 
that now form the United States re- 
voited from the mother country the 
“Miglifax dockyard became the only 
ngval base on this side of the Atlan- 

“tid. But before the days of the revolu- 
tign Halifax hae been the rendezvous 
of\the famous expedition that gather- 
ed ifor the conquest of Louisburg and 
Québec. 

Hédre Boscowen and Sir Charles 
Harjy refreshed their fleet and wait 
ed the coming of Gen. Amherst, pre 

aratory to their famous attack on the 

unkirk of America, and a year after. 
wards Admiral Saunders and Gen. 
Wolfe sailed out of the harbor to the 
conquest of Quebec. The most cele- 
brated names connected with the 


Naval warfare arpear in the records | 


of this yard. On two tablets until 
recently in the Admiralty 
Halifax, are inscribed the names of 
many of the most distinguished Ad 
mirals of the eighteenth and nine. 
teenth centuries. 

In the old troubled days when war 
vexed. Europe and America, 
were stirring times in Halifax, The 
harbor thronged with shins of war. 
or valuable prizes cantured from the 
enemy. A great number of people 
found employment in the dockyard as 
shipwrights, caulkers, smiths and rig- 
gers. British men-of-war and captur 
ed French fricates had to be repair: 
ed, after hot battles on the high seas, 
and in war times a large staff of 
(mechanics was constantly engaged in 
ithis work. 

In the dockyard records we find 
many orders similar to the following 
i. “Halifax Yard, Sept. 4; 1805 
' “*Memo: 


“The blacksmiths to be~emploved 
from 5 o'clock in the morning unti? 


19 o’clock at night, 

j (Signed) “John N. Inglefeed, 

: “Commissioner, H.M. Navy Yard.” 
; And again we find a reference to 
jthe activity in the yard on Feb. 13 
(1801. Elias Marshail, master ship- 
jwright, and J, Jackson; muster-at 
layms, report to Sir William Parke: 
jconcerning the erection of bu‘lding- 
\in the dockyard. They report that 
they could not be erected on aceount 
\of scarcity of men, caused by employ 
iment on the hosnital. 

In old days the piers and jettie- 
lof the dockyard echoed to the sone: 
of the jolly jack-tars that have mad 
the story of Great Britain’s prowess 
upon the seas a world-stirring dx 
ma. Famous eantains have passed 
in and out of its pillared gates; hiv 
married and lived within its walls 
Nelson’s renowned captains have giv 
en their orders to the master ship- 
wrights. after hulis and riggings of 
their ships had encountered the storn, 
of battle or felt the fury of the ele 
ments, 

On Nov. 17, 1807, a 
wedding took piace at Halifax which 
constituted one of the interests in 
local society circles of that time. Sir 
Thomas Hardy. one of Nelson’s fam 
ous captains, had arrived in Halifax 
in October, after his ship, the Tri- 
umph, with some of the North Amer 
ican fleet, had been engaged watching 
a number of the French men-of-war 


shut up in Chesaneke Bay. When | 
the gallant captain, under orders 
from his chief, Admiral Sir George 


Cranfield Berkeley, was ordered to 
Halifax to refit and repair he little 
dreamed that at Halifax dockyard h 
was fated to meet his future wife.

American station. The brave com- 
mander of the Triumph, then 38 years 
of age. was not long in port before 
he surrendered to the charms of Miss

The naval officials in the yard 
with one or two exceptions, are Eng. 

Cantain Martin 
holds the position of Commander of 
the Yard, Commander of th® Naval 
College, anc Commander of the cruis 
er Canada. The Canada has been 
the flagship of the Canadian fishery 
probation fleet, and has always been 
conducted on royal navy lines. She 
is, strictly speaking, the pioneer shi 
of the Canadian navy. A!) her ofh 
cers are Englishmen.

Winnipeg.—The Dominion Railway

CONVICTED BANKER DEAD 


John R. Walsh of Chicago One Time 
Powerful Financier, Dies After 
a Week’s Freedom 

Chicago.—John R. Walsh, former 
banker, publisher and railroad owner, 
released from the Leavenworth Feder- 
al penitentiary died a week afterwards 
of heart disease. Mr. Walsh had been 
in bed most of the time since his ar- 
rival here from Lvavetiworth> Oct. 15. 

He had been attended 
by physicians.

This brings us to the intercession of 
Esther in the lesson of today, in which 
she took the place of death to save the 
lives of her people (iv, 11). Our medi- 
ator actually died in our stead ‘to de- 
liver us from the curse of the law 
(Gal. ii, 13; iv, 4.5). The words in iv, 
| 14, “‘Who knoweth whether thou art 
come to the kingdom for such a time 
as this?’’? make us think of the words 
of the Lord Jesus, ‘For this cause 
came I unto this hour,” ‘For this 
cause came I into the world’’ (John 
xii, 27; xviii, 37). If we are redeemed 
by the precious blood of Christ we 
may be certain that all our life is 
planned for us according to Eph. ii, 
10, and concerning every occasion or 
| opportunity we may be sure that it 
has been prepared fof us; that in it, 
by dying to self, we may make mani- 
fest the life of Jesus (IL Cox. iv, 10, 
11; I Sam, x,.7). 

If we are unwilling He will choose 
some willing vassal to accomplish his 
purpose, and the loss will be ours. 

Esther sent word to Mordecai that 
he and all the Jews and  Shushan 
should join her and the maidens in a 
three days’ fast and then she would go 
into the presence of the king. on be-' 
half of her people, even if it should 
mean death to her (iv, 15-17). On the 
third day she went to the king and ob- 
tained favor in his sieht and the as- 
surance that he would do for her 
whatever she asked, even to half of 
his kingdom, Our mediator, who is 
now in the presence of God for us, has 
given us all that is His and made us 
joint heirs with Himself. He takes 
every truly penitent sinner into full 
partnership with Himéelf, blotting out 
all that was against us and putting all 
His righteousness to our account, be-
